Robbery was 
their motive, but only a small sum was 
secured. On October 24, Collins was 
arrested in Waynesboro by Detective 
Charles Wilson en the charge of au- 
tomobile larceny. The next day the 
prisoner broke down and confessed 
that he and Reinecker had not only 
stolen the machine, but had murdered 
its driver. Wilson immediately ar- 
rested Reineeker in front of Reichle's 
meat market. Reinecker also confess- 
ed his part in the crime.

THIRD ATTEMPT AT 


SUICIDE SUCCEEDS 


Curvin Fans, a native of Paradise 


township, committed suicide by div- 
ing head first into a dttsused well, con- 
taining about 12 feet of water, a few 
feet from his home near Bigmount, 
Tuesday 
morning. 
This was the 


man's third attempt at suicide. The 
first was made last fall when he 
drank a quantity of horse liniment, 
and the second, in December, when he 
shot himself in the head with a re- 
volver. The ball was extracted from 
his head at the West Side sanitorium, 
York, after which he recovered his 
normal physical health. The cause 
attributed . was 
melancholia 
from 


which he had1 suffered the past ten 
months, superinduced by a sun stroke 
last June. 


Mr. Fans, who had moved Monday 


with his family to the farm on which 
he committed the deed, arose early 
and went about the work of feeding 
in his usual spirits. About 7 o'clock 
he was missed and his wife and son 
Charles, aged 12 years, instituted a 
search. After (searching in all the 
buildings on the farm, Mrs. Fahs, and 
the bov, wandered into an adjoining 
field on their way to a wood nearby. 
In passing the well, which had been 
abandoned about 20 years ago. and 
covered with fence rails and rubbish, 
Mrs. Fahs noticed that some of the 
rails had been removed. Looking into 
the well she saw her husband's hat 
floating on

water. Neighbors, 


with a hook attached to a rope, pulled 
the body to the surface. He is also 
survived by his mother. Mrs. Amanda 
Fahs, and1 a brother, Harvey Fahs, all 
living near Bigmount. Mr. Fahs was 
a member of the Holtzschwam Re- 
formed church.

Diamond Mine Found 


Only One on Western Hemisphere 


Is Located in Arkansas. 


Gems Are Found in the Crater of an 


Extinct Volcano in Pike County 


—first Found m 1906. 


Murphreesboro, Ark.—The only dia- 


mond mine thus far discovered on the 
western hemisphere is located in Pike 
county, Arkansas, in which this ham- 
let is situated. The mine Is two and 
a half miles south of here. 


The 
diamonds 
are 
found 
in 
a 


"pipe." the crater of an extinct volca- 
no which ages ago boiled up through 
the surface, had its terrific heat chilled 
by the water 
<>f an inland sea, and 


left bits of carbon scattered through- 
out the peridotite which now fills the 
crater, to be pressed Into diamonds by 
the contraction of the rock. The peri- 
tfotite forms the original matrix of the 


diamond, and thus for the only dia- 
monds found In the western hemis- 
phere in their matrices are those of 
Pike county. 


Diamonds have been found in some 


rwenty-fhe states, 
In 
Canada 
and 


South America, but always in river 
beds where, geologists surmise, they 
have been washed b> the watprs, or 
in places where it is presumed they 
hnvp been deposited byx glacial action. 


The first Arkansas 
diamond was 


found in 390G by John Huddleston, 
then owner of the farm on which the 
sixty-acre "pipe" Is located, by acci- 
dent. 
Eluddloston observed outcrop- 


pings of the gray-green rock, since 
classed as peridotite, and came to the 
conclusion that his hillsides contained 
valuable mineral, perhaps copper. Af- 
ter pecking around without finding 
anything which looked to him like 
mineral, he picked up n crystal, and 
then one day. showed 
it 
to 
some 


friends in Murnhreesboroi 
A Little 


Rock jeweler pronounced it a diamond, 
and made sure by verifications by 
jewel experts in New York. 


The mining operations in Arkansas 


for several years, at least, will be far 
different 
from those of the 
South 


African fields, although the formations 
are the same. 


In Africa deep shafts are sunk, the 


peridotite is brought to the surface 
and spread on drying floors for periods 
ranging from six to eighteen months. 
The rock has the peculiar quality of 
disintegrating when exposed to the air. 


In Arkansas, however, except for a 


few places, the peridotite already ha« 
disintegrated to a depth of about 
twenty feet, and mixed with vegetable 
matter, formed a sticky clay, called 
"gumbo" locally. 
This overburden of 


"gumbo" will be worked before blast- 
Ing operations are started.

Cut all but three stalks of aspara- 


gus into pieces about an inch long and 
let simmer in boiling salted water un- 
til tender. 
Melt three tablespoor.fuls 


of butter, add three tablespoonfuls of 
flour, a half teaspoonful of salt and a 
dash of black pepper. 
When frothy 


add one and one-half cupfuls of the 
asparagus water which has been saved 
for this purpose. Add one tablespoon- 
ful of butter and add the asparagus. 
Have ready the yolks of four eggs, 
beaten light and the whites beaten 
dry- To the yolks add one-fourth tea- 
spoonful each of salt and pepper, then 
mm them over the whites and fold 
them together.

1 The accident occurred on the night 
of December 20, 1918, about 8 o'clock 
when a passenger traito proceeding 
from York to Litttestown crashed into 
the machine containing Sbeads, Mil- 
ton Bender and Guv Beard, all of 
Gettysburg, at the High street cross- 
ing of the Pennsylvania railroad in 
Hanover. 


The three youths had gone to Han- 


over to attend a basketball game at 
that place. The machine was driven 
by young Bender. Thev started to 
cross the tracks when the passenger 
train, which was behind schedule, 
bora down upon the car and pushed it 
J80 feet before the engineer was able to 
stop the train. Although the machine 
was a total wreck, Bender and Beard, 
who maintained their seats in the car, 
escaped serious injury. Sheads, how- 
ever, who was sealed in the rear of 
the car. attempted to get out of the 
automobilo before the traiti was brot 
to a stop. In doing this he was badly 
cut about the head and his right arm 
was broken and crushed. He was 
rushed immediately in a special train 
to the York hospital where it was con- 
pidered necessary to amputate the in- 
iured arm above the elbow in order 
x> save his life. 


There were no gates at the crossing 


and1 the watchman had left at 7:30. 
Theilri view of the track was obstruct- 
ed owing to the fact that on either 
side box cars were crowded on the 
sidings.

FOREST FIRE RAGED 


OVER PIGEON HILLS 


A spectacular forest fire, seen for 


many miles in all directions, and ap- 
pearing like an illuminated town, as 
tops of the trees flamed. ra»2d Thurs- 
day afternoon and evening in a sec- 
tion of the Pigeon Hills, near High 
"Rock. The flames took a swath of a 
quarter of a mile dn width and swept 
over more than a mile of timber-land 
befare nightfall. It was not so dis- 
astrous, it is believed, as previous 
fires, as much of the burned area had 
been cut over during the last several 
years, chestnut trees that had suffer- 
ed from the blight being felled by 
wood cutters. There was much pine 
in the path of the fire and the ever- 
green burned like tinder, the flames 
leaping high over the tree tops. Some 
remaining chestnut and valuable oak 
trees were either burned or so badly 
seared by the fire that they will die. 
Tha fire, which was started by sparks 
from the boiler of a tractor engine, 
driven by a Bonneauville man on his 
way to the hills to clear off a tract for 
'the lumber, spread rapidly in the dry 
leaves and underbrush. 
A call for 


help was sent out and Claude Auchey, 
fire marshal of Paradise township, or- 
ganized a fire squad, and with the 
aid of the neighbors, fought the flames 
(throughout the afternoon and night.

OLD-TIME FENCE 


Stone Walls, Split Rails and 


Hedges Rapidly Being Dis- 


carded by Farm Owners. 


MOST IMPORTANT 
ELEMENTS 


Essential That Ends and Cornets Be 


Erected 
Firm and Solid—Posts 


Should Be Large Enough to 


Give Needed Strength. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 


ment of Agriculture.) 


Of all the changes wrought in the 


farming industry during the lust cen- 
tury none is more noticeable than that 
in fencing, say specialists of the Uni- 
ted States Department of Agriculture. 
All over the Eastern United .States 
there are hundreds of miles of stone- 
wall fences which are monuments to 
the 
patience and 
thoroughness 
of 


earlier generations. 
Overlapping this 


territory, and extending 
west, are 


found fences o'f split rails, with their 
familiar weeds and berry bushes in 
the angles, while still farther west, 
whore there was neither wood nor 
stone, are seen osage orange ami 
other hedges. 
These are natural pro- 


ductions of the time. 
v The fanner usually finds today that 
barbed-wire or \voven-\\ire fence will 
best serve his ends for new construc- 
tion, and at the same time cost least. 
Barbed wire is used on large stock 
ranges where the loss of one or t\\o 
animals through \\ire cutting is not 
serious, but for the fanner with fine 
horses, or a selected herd of cattle, 
large mesh 
woven-wire fences 
are 


coming more into use. 


Ends and Corners. 


The manner in which the fence is 


erected has much to do with its serv- 
ice. The ends and corners are by far 
the most important elements of a 
fence. It is essential that they remain 
firm and solid in order to hold the 
fence rigid. The first thing to consider 
is placing the corners. The posts used 
should be large enough to give suffi- 
cient strength; they should be set deep 
enough to prevent heaving by the ac- 
tion of frost; they should bo braced 
from each direction of tension by a 
stout rail about 12 feet long. 


Metal and concrete posts are on the 


market, but a great manj fanners cling 
to wooden ones. The line [Mists should 
be approximately 4 inches in diameter.

Ubed, 
including 


osape orange, locust, red cedar, mul- 
berry and burr oak. They should be 
thoroughly seasoned and the bark re- 
nuned, and to j;et the longest

perature of about 220 decrees, long 
enough for the preservative to pene- 
trate the wood./ These po-ts are best 
set in the spring ufter the frost is' out 
and when the ground is soft. On level 
ground they may ha dm en with a 
maul, but in depressions should be an- 
chored down by 2 by 4 cross pieces 
spiked on the bottom of tbe ix>st before 
setting. 
The distance between pos'ts 


depends on the location of the fence 
and the numbers and kinds of stock 
to be turned, the average in field fences 
being about 20 feet. 


To construct a woven-wire fence 


properly it is necessary to have a 
woven-wire 
stretcher, 
a 
single- 


wire stretcher to be used 
in at- 


taching the fence to the end posts, a 
pair of wire cutters, a barbed-wire 
stretcher, a splicing tool, and hammers 
for stapling and fastening the wire. 
Barbed and woven wire may be un- 
rolled by attaching the reel to the 
back of a wagon or by running a bar 
through the core and drawing it along 
with a horse. 


Stretching the Wire. 


After the wire is unrolled it should 


be drawn up to the line of posts and 
freed 
from 
adliering 
trash. 
The 


stretchers are then attached and the 
line wires drawn until they are so taut 
that they can Just be pressed together. 
Some slack may be allowed for uneven 
ground. In fastening the wire on the 
pests the line wire should be kept as 
nearly horizontal a«s possible and al- 
lowed to follow small Irregularities In 
the ground. The staples should per- 
mit horizontal movement of the wire, 
allowing the weight of the fence to 
come directly on the corner posts, thus 
taking care of contraction and expan- 
sion due to weather conditions.

woven-wire fence Is not complete with- 
out a strand of barbed wire above it; 
this prevents tbe stock from reaching 
«v«r ud crowding it

If seed is foul with weeds 
or if the seeds are dead, the loss can- 
not be made up oricc the crop is in 
the ground. If a crop is to be planted 
in April, discovery' of poor seed In 
May does no good. 
Tbe remedy is 


to-test seeds in a home germiuator In 
advance of planting. 


Small samples of seed are counted 


out and sowed in moist soil in some 
shallow 
receptacle 
like 
a kitchen 


plate. 
The plate may be kept near 


the stove or anywhere to maintain a 
temperature conducive to 
germina- 


tion. 
When the plants have had time 


to sprout, a count of the results will 
give a good Indication of the value 
of the seed.

MURDERERS EXECrTED 


Adams County's youthful murder- 
ers, Clarence R. Collins, a native of 
Mt. Joy 
township, and 
Charles 
C. 
Reilnecker, a native of Highland town- 
ship, went calmly, without a trace of 
fear, to their death on tho electric 
chair 
in 
the Western 
Penitentiary 
near ' Bellefonte, 
Monday 
morning. 
Collins w^as the first to die, the cur- 
rent beitng turned on at 7:06 a. m. 
and being declared' dead at 7:13 o - 
clock. Reinocker*s body received the 
shock at 7:20 and he was dead at 
7:25. 


When, after the hard fight, they were 
informed that the electric chair ^^1as 
inevitable, the boys prepared for the 
end by singing hymns and 
writing 
letters to friends and relatives. 
They 
were taken to Rockview on Friday 
from Gettysburg by Detective Chas. 
WHson, Sheriff Hartman and Horace 
E. Smiley. 
Neiither Collins nor Rein- 
ecker showed the slightest trace of 
emotion. 
Only 
once 
Reinecker 
re- 
marked. "Well, it has to be. 
We have 
to pay the penalty for our crime." 


The surprising fact that both Col- 
lins and Reinecker were able to go 
through that terrible ordeal without 
once breaking down was due to a large 
measure to the efforts of Dr. J. B. 
Baker and Dr. Hari*y Daniels, theiir 
sniritual advisers. 
For many weeks 
these two pastors labored for hours 
in the cells of the condemned murder- 
ers pursuoding them to think 
of the 
world beyond and to forget the stern 
realities before them. 
Dr. Baker talk- 
ed and praved with the doomed mur- 
derers during their last few hours on 
earth.

Tho next day the 
prisoner broke down and confessed 
that he and Reinecker had not only 
stolen tho machine but had murdered 
its 
driver, 
Wilson immediately

rested Reinecker in front of Reichle's 
meat market. 
Reinecker also confess- 
ed his part in the crime.

The mining operations In Arkansas 
for several years, at least, wllj be far 
dllTerent 
from 
those

African fields, although the formations 
are tlie same. 


In Africa deep shafts are sunk, the 
perldotlte Is brought to the surface 
and spread on drying floors for periods 
ranging from six to eighteen months. 
The rock has the peculiar quality of 
disintegrating when exposed to tlie air. 


In Arkansas, however, except for a 
few places, the perldotlte already haa 
disintegrated 
to 
a 
depth 
of 
about 
twenty feet, and mixed with vegetable 
matter, formed a sticky clay» called 
"gumbo" locally.

Young 
Sheads. who lost his arm in an acci- 
dent. is suing for $R0.000. 
' The accident occurred on the night 
of December 20, 1918, about 8 o'clock 
when a passenger traitn proceeding 
from York to LittLastown crashed into 
the machine containing Sheads. Mil- 
ton Bender and Guv Beard, all of 
Gettysburg, at the High street cross- 
ing of the Pennsylvania railroad in 
Hanover. 


The three youths had gone to Han- 
'over to att^a-nd a basketball game at 
lhart place. The machine was driven 
by young Bender. 
Thev started to 
cross the tracks when the passenger 
train, 
which 
was 
behind schedule, 
bora down upon the car and pushed it 
JO feet before the engineer was able to 
stop the tmin. 
Although the machine 
'was a total wreck. Bender and Beard, 
who maintained their seats in the car, 
escaped serious injury. Sheads. how- 
ever, who was seiited in the rear of 
the car, attempted to get out of the 
automobilo before the train was brot 
f.o a stop. In doing this he was badly 
cut about the head and his right arm 
was broken 
and crushed. He was 
jVushed immediately in a special train 
to the York hospital where it was con- 
^iklored necessary to amputate the in- 
jured arm above the elbow in order 
,to save his life. 


There were no gates at the crossing 
and' the. watchman had left at 7:30, 
Tlieilr^ view of the track was obstnict- 
jGd owing to the fact that on either 
side box cars were crowded on the 
sidings. As the result of losing his 
arm young Sheads. who was then an 
angitieering 
student 
at 
Gettysburg 
college, was forced to give up prepar- 
•ation for his life work and seek em- 
ployment elsewhere. At the present 
time he is employed at tlie baking es- 
tablishment of William A. Hennig in 
Gettysburg. 
His claim for $50,000 is 
based on the combined facts of his 
permanent disability, for having to 
give up his chosen calling of mechan- 
ical engineering, for the intense pain 
ba continues to suffer from time to 
time and for the expenses incurred in 
treatment. 
He and his counsel, 
J. 
Donald 
Swrfpe, Esq., estimate that 
their figure of $50,000 is not at all too 
high.—"Times.*'

' A spectacular forest fire, seen for 
many miles in all directions, and ap- 
pcarinp: like an illuminated town, as 
tops of the tress flamed, m^^d Thurs- 
day afternoon and evening in a sec- 
lion of tlio Pigeon Hills, near High 
Tlock. 
The flames took a swath of a 
quarter of a mile dn width and swept 
over more than a mile of timborland 
befa^re nightfall. 
It was not so dis- 
astrous. it is believed, 
ns 
previous 
flres. as much of the burned area had 
been cut over during the last several 
.years, chestnut trees that had suffer- 
ed from the blight being felled by 
wood cutters. 
There was much pins 
;in the path of the flre and the ever- 
,green burned like tinder, the 
flames 
leaping high over the tree tops. Some 
remaining chestnut and valuable oak 
trees were either burned or so badly 
seared by the fire that they will die. 
Tha fire, which was started by sparks 
from the boiler of a tractor engine» 
driven by a Bonneauville nmn on his 
way to the hills to clear off a tract for 
the lumber, spread rapidly in the dry 
leaves and nnderbrush. 
A ca.ll for 
help was S'?nt out and Claude Anchey, 
fire marshal of Paradise township, or- 
ganized a fire squad, and with the 
laid of the neighbors, fought the flames 
I throughout the afternoon and night 
Several hundred men and boys with 
pitchforks, 
hoes, 
ralws and shovels 
pulled aside the leaves and threw up 
tiny earthworks to impede the spread 
of the 
flames 
After hours of hard 
work the fire was brought und'?r con 
trol soon after 11 o'clock. 
By mid- 
night most of the men returned to 
their homes, leaving a guard to keep 
watch through the night 


During the early evening tb? dwell- 
ing of Henry Slonaker was threatened. 
JUit a break in the wood of several 
hundred feet, where a public 
road 
pa.sses the house, saved the building 
Several 
hundred 
persons 
attracted 
by the light of the flames, motorod to 
the hills from places miles away, and 
¡w::tched 
the 
fire 
during the night. 
The 
hills, 
which 
aro covered 
with 
oak, chestnut and pine, are owned in 
wood loty by people of. thi» immediate 
vicinity. a.iul Hanover and other near- 
by towns. 
Reuben Althind. Abbotts- 
town. slates that he lost all the lim- 
ber of a 5-acre lot. 


During thp fire many birds and small 
animals were driven from cover, many 
darting back into the flames. 


The 
fire-swept 
land around High 
Rock, formerly owned by Daniel Eb- 
erly. was purchased several years aKO 
by H. D. Sh'?ppard, Hanover. 


Danger of further spread of

forest fire was prevented by the rain- 
fall of Saturday morning.

WIRE REPLACING 
OLD-TIME FENCE 


Stone 
Walls, 
Split 
Rails 
and 


Hedges Rapidly Being 
Dis- 


carded by Farm Owners. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculturo.) 


Of all tiie changes wrought in the 
farming industry during the last cen- 
tury none is more noticeable than that 
In fencing, say specialists of the Uni- 
ted States Department of Agriculture. 
All over the Eastern 
United s t a t e s 
there are hundreds of miles of stone- 
wall fences which are monuments to 
the 
patience 
and 
thoroughness 
of 
earlier generations. 
Overlapping. Uils 
territory, 
and 
extending 
west, 
are 
found fences o'f split rails, with their 
familiar weeds and berry bushes in 
the angles, while still farther west, 
whore there was neither wood 
nor 
stone, 
are 
seen 
osage 
orange 
and 
other hedges. 
These are natunil pro- 
ductions of the time. 


The farmer usually finds today that 
barbed-wire or woven-wire fence will 
best ser\'e his ends for new construc- 
tion, and at the same time cost least. 
Barbed wire Is used on large slock 
ranges where the loss of one or two 
animals through wire cutting is not 
serious, but for the farmer with fine 
horses, or a selected herd of cattle, 
large 
mesh 
woven-wlre 
fences 
are 
coming more Into use. 


Ends and Corners. 


The manner In which the fence Is 
erected has much to do^ with its serv- 
ice. 
The ends and corners are by far 
the 
most 
Important 
elements 
of 
a 
fence. It Is essential that they remain 
firm and solid in order to hold the 
fence rigid. The first thing to consider 
is placing the corners. 
The posts used 
should be large enough to give sufli- 
cient strength; they should be set deep 
enough to prevent heaving by the ac- 
tion of frost; they should be braced 
from each direction of tension by a 
stout rail about 12 feet long. 


Metal and concrete posts are on the 
market, but a great many farmers cling 
to wooden ones. The line inists should 
be approximately 4 inches in diameter. 
Various 
woods 
are 
used, 
Including 
osage orange, locust, red cedar, mul- 
berry and burr oak. 
They should be 
thoroughly seasoned and the bark re- 
moved, and to get the longest 
life 
should be dipped in creosote at a tem-

pernture of about 220 degrees, long 
enough for the preservative to pene- 
trate the wood., Q'hese posts are best 
Bet In the spring after the frost is out 
and when the ground is soft. On level 
ground they may be diiven with

chored down by 2 by 4 cross pieces 
spiked on the bottom of the post before 
setting. 
The distance between pus'Ls 
depends on the location of the fence 
and the numbers and kinds of stock 
to be turned, the average in field fences 
being about 20 feet.

Barbed and woven wire njay be un- 
rolled by attaching tJie reel to the 
back of a wagon or by running a bar 
through the core and drawing It along 
Vi^Ith a honse. 


Stretching tiie Wire. 


After the wire is unrolled it should 
be drawn up to the line of posts and 
freed 
from 
adhering 
trash. 
The 
stretchers are then attached and tho 
line wires drawn until tliey are so taut 
that they can Just be pressed togetlier. 
Some slack may be allowed for uneven 
ground. 
In fastening Uie wire op the 
posts the line wlr^ should be kept as 
nearly horizontal as possible and al- 
lowed to folloW small Irregularities In 
the ground, 
The staples bhould per- 
jult horizontal movement of the wire, 
allowing the weight of the fence to 
come directly on the corner posts, thus 
taking care of contraction and expan- 
sion due to weather conditions.

When the plants have had time 
to sprout, a count of the results will 
give a good indication of the value 
of the seed.

MAN KILLED AT
